Tho trial of the case was begun before 


Judge Thompson, in Springfield, March 
23 and the decision was handed down 
May 2, commanding the board to re-as- 
semble June 13 and assess these corpor- 
ations in accordance, with the rules of 
the board in regard to the assessment of 
capital stock. But the board not only 


make the assessment but 
rules of the board on the 


subject which has been in force for thir- 
ty years, and had been sustained by the 
United Slates supreme court as the only 
fair and legal plan of assessment. 


What was considered the weal: point 


in the teachers' case was that the man- 
damus was asked while the board was 
still in session and while il was protest- 
ing at it meant to do the very thing 
which the mandamus required. 
The 


teachers' contention was thai the board 
was a continuing body and that it had 
refused for years to make these assess- 
ments and that if a mandamus could not 
issue until after the board had adjourn- 
ed, it' might as well never be issued al 


all, and there was absolutely no way to 
compel the board to perform its manifest 
duty. The teachers' views of the case 
seems to have been sustained by the su- 
preme court. 


Broad as the sweep of this decision in 


itself, its logical results are much great- 
er as the decision, il is said, really ap- 
plies just as well to railroad corpora- 
tions and every other corporation in the 
slate and may lead to the collection of 
back taxes. 


Mayor Harrison said the decision adds 


$8,000,0(10 lo Ihe funds of the state, and 
o fthis $2,00,000 will come to Cook coun- 
ty, where the teachers slarted the tight. 
It is now up to the hoard of equalization 
to bow to the dictates of the court. One 
effect it will have probably will be to 
squeeze a lot of "water1' out of the slock 
of various corporalions.

ADMIRAL SCHLEY CALLED. 


Capt. Clark was then excused and Rear 


Admiral Schley was called lo the stand 
at '2:00 u, at. 


when the name of the rear admiral was 
called. When 'he -took the stand and af- 
ter giving his name ajid rajik, be. was re- 
quested by Mr. Rayner to relate his con- 
duct of-the campaign in narrative form. 
He begin by relating the particulars of 
his taking command of the flying squad- 
ron ,at Hampton Roads, where, he said, 
"the general plan of campaign 
was 


thrashed out." 


He said that the captains of-his squad- 


ron had diversified views and -he resolv- 
ed to take the helm himself. The ques- 
tion of torpedoes in the fleet was early 
discussed and he decided the manner in 
vhidh they should be cared for. Contin- 
ling, he said; 


"I put tho squadron immediately upon 


i war looting, established the matter of 
pickets and patrols and also the masking 
of lights which were under inspection on 
several occasions to ascertain how ef- 
fective- and complete it was. At first 
.here vns some fault found. Later, I 
am glad to say, the masking was abso- 
utely complete, =o that it was impossi- 
ble, when the ships were under way, in 
the column or line of battle, to dislin- 
•uish any one al more than ordinary 
distance." 


OUTLINES PLAN" OF ATTACK. 
He had, he said, explained it would be 


impossible to arrange a general plan of 
battle, but he had explained to his com- 
manders that in a general way it was 
the idea "to attack the head and leading 
ship of the enemy attacking us and con- 
centrate the fire upon her. 


•My reason was two-fold, the first be- 


ing the moral effect upon the enemy and 
the second the confusion it would create. 
The older plans for naval attack were 
to attoe'k the center or rear of an ene- 
my's .fleet which would result in the. es 
cape of some of the enemy's vessels. 1 


t lhat if we got the head we would 


get the whole. I think this plan was 
indicated by the result of the battle two 
months later," he said. 


WARNED TO BE CAREFUL. 


He then related the details of the 


cruise to Kty West and 
his meeting 


there with Admiral Sampson. The ad- 
miral was very much worn, he said, "and 
necessarily so because his responsibility 
had been great. He showed me a num- 
ber of orders, one of which was for the 
division of the squadrons, one to take 
the north and., the other the south const 
of Cuba, and he to have the preference.

that whichever command 1 had, 1 must 
remember not to tackle heavily fortified 
batteries on the shore until the Spanish 
ships were disposed of and not to ri*k 
the ships until the Spanish fleet was out 
of the wav.

DEPARTURE FOR CIENFUEGOS.

American Organizer Helps Manu- 


facturers of England to Effect 


Amalgamation of Important 


Business Interests. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—The projected 


amalgamation of the business interests 
of the largest iron and steel manufac- 
turers in the United Kingdom has so 
far escaped observation, says the Trib- 
une's London correspondent. The for; 
mation of tho United States Steel cor- 
poration was the signal for similar con 
centrations of capital in Europe. The 
German iron masters and steel manufac- 
turers, under

Krnpps, have been endeavoring to organ-

an industrial combination and the 


Ut-lgiuni mine owners and iron and steel 
manufacturer* have been moving in the 
same direction. 


Protractetl negotiations have been re- 


quired, but. a combination is being ar- 
ranged by a group of the largest iron 
and steel manufactures of the north and 
south, with the help of an American 
organi/or. This combination, will con- 
trol tin- manufacture of rails in the 
L'nited Kingdom and will have a cash 
capital of i'-0,UOO.OW) without a drop 
of water, and when another group of 
large manufacturers of iron and steel, 
with whom negotiations arc now iu prog- 
ress, is drawn in, the capital will be in- 
creased to £-1(1,000,01)0.

How to-make cheese on the farm Is 


told by Mrs. Frank -Norton In the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
She says: I 


use my uigiifaud morning's milk and 
stir all together till well, mixed, pour 
Into boiler on tho stove and heat slow- 
ly till the thermometer stands at 90 
degrees, stirring-it often to'prevent 
scorching. Now pour it off Into your 
tub or churn if you have it. If you 
have about twelve gallons of milk, it 
will take one rennet tablet to make it. 
If loss, take less of the tablet In pro- 
portion as one tablet makes 100 pounds 
of milk. 


Dissolve the, rennet in about two ta- 


blespoonfuls of warm water. 
When 


the milk has cooled to Su degrees, stir 
in die dissolved rennet. Stir constant- 
ly till thoroughly mixed. 
In about 


three minutes you will see the-milk is 
changing to cheese. Cease stirring now 
and cover up for about fifteen min- 
utes, 
A higher temperature than S3 


degrees hastens the'process, but wastes 
the butter fat and makes the curd 
tough. 
Handle curd very gently, till it Is sol- 


id us rough or quick treatment causes 
escape of "butter fat and Impoverishes 
the cheese. Now lift the cloth and and 
the whole mass coagulated. Take a 
long knife and cut clear across from 
side to side anl clear to the bottom 
with long, slow, sweeping strokes. Lot 
stand a few minutes and- dip off all 
freed whey with saucer or skimmer. 
Cross cut'as before, leaving curd In 
inch squares. 
Dip off whey again. 


Again cut curd nnd dip whey. It col- 
lects very rapidly, and the tub can be 
tilled so as to drain off, or If churn .Is 
used toit it and ppt a saucer inside to 
prevent curd from blocking the. pas- 
sage after pulling out the churn plug. 


Let It drain this .way, cutting occa-

Many farmers are thinking of turn- 


ing their cows dry. Some have .beeun 
to do so already, perhaps In order that 
they may winter them more cheaply, 
says F. -E. TJhl In Kansas Farmer. 
Should this be done? The answer to 
this question depends:u'l?on the circum- 
stances. 
.Many Kansas cows can no 


doubt be tnriifld dry with profit to their 
owners, but It would beifolly to dry up 
all of them. The beat cow. the young, 
promising heifer, should not share the 
fate of her beefy sisters.. 


Let us note the cows that may yield

that the violent outbreak or .rebellion in 
the island of Simiar has been traced to 
false rumors set in circulation. amon£ 
the natives concerning the death of Pres- 
ident McKinley. 


The natives have been led in believe 


that. Mr. McKinley was killed because 
he persisted, in attempting to subdue the 
insurrectionists in the Philippines. They 
have been informed by their crafty lead- 
rs, aided in many instances, by. friars, 
who are unfriendly \o the United States 
and whose word in such matters is ac- 
cepted as gospel trut:h, that Mr. McKin- 
ley's death was decreed by the faction 
of the American people who are un- 
ricndly to the government's Philippine 
policy; that a revolution is impending in 
the United States, and that if- the ''pa- 
triots" of the riiilippir.es will only be 
true to their cause they may vet secure 
their independence.

assessments has been established and 
such pretended assessments may be pro- 
perly disregarded,.and treated as no as- 
sessment, and such board be coerced by 
the. writ of i-iu-nuamns to assess such 
property." 


The opinion quotes at length from the 


decision of the lower court, wherein the 
commissioners were directed to make a 
full return of assessments on the capital 
stock and franchises of corporations, and 
concludes by saying it finds in the record 
no reversible error.

The trial of the case Avas begun before 


Judge Thompson, in Springfield, March 
23 and the decision was handed down 
May 2, commanding the board to re-as- 
semble June 13 and assess these corpor- 
ations in accordance with the rules of 
the board in regard to the assessment of 
capital stock. But the board not only 
neglected to make the assessment but 
repealed the rules of the board on the 
subject which has been in force for thir- 
ty years, and had been sustained by the 
United States supreme court a's the only 
fair and legal plan of assessment. 


What was considered the weak point 


in the teachers' case was that the man- 
damus was asked while the board was 
still in session and while it was protest- 
ing at it meant to do the very thing 
which the mandamus required.

was a continuing body and that it had 
refused for years to make these assess-

GREAT DAY FOR LUTHERANS 


•\V1I1 Observe Nailing Tip of Thones on 


Clinroh I>aorby BTnrtfn T,ntlier In 1617. 
Thursday of next week is the anniver- 


sary of an important event in the his- 
tory of Protestantism in general and the 
Lutheran church in particular. It was 
on this day, in the year 1517, that Mar- 
tin Luther, "the Monk of Wittenberg," 
nailed his ninety-five theses on the great 
door of the Castle church at Wittenberg, 
Germany. These 
theses 
contained a 


challenge to a public debate on the value 
of the indulgences which 
were sold by 


representatives of the Roman Catholic 
church. 


The anniversary of the nailing up of 


this challenge is commemorated each 
year'by the Lutheran church throughout 
the world as Reformation day. Special 
services ore held either on October 31 or 
the Sunday just preceding or following 
this date. The Lutherans of Racine will 
commemorate tins event thia year as 
usual. 
'

When the Racine county board pi su- 


pervisors meet in annual session next 
month, one of the duties to perform will 
be the election of a supervisor of assess- 
ment. The amount allowed by law is 
§4.05 and. expenses, per-day. Although, 
the salary is a good one few persons have 
applied for the position. 


Tlie state lax commissioner has issued, 


a circular to the county boards of the 
various counties of the state, calling at- 
-tention to the law which makes it ob- 
ligatory for the election of such an offi- 
cer. The law requires that the county 
assessor be chosen by the supervisors iii 
November and the term is three years. 
It is urged that the highest rate by. law 
be paid, so as to secure thoroughly cap- 
able and conscientious men. The circu- 
lar iu part says 'that^'it is well knowa 
that for many years assessments in dif- 
ferent parts of the state, and in different 
assessment districts in the same county, 
have presented almost every conceivable 
variation from the legal standard of full 
value, besides other departures from le- 
gal requirements. This 
has .produced 


such confusion and want,of, unif.arjnity 
as to. render local assessmentsciiBrelia- 
.ble' and almost useless as a basil, for, ,or 
as data to be used iu making ..tl^e state 
and, .county assessments for tlie,r appor- 
tionment of state and county tajces., It 
is hardly necessary in this connection to 
enter.into aa extended discussion^of .the 
practice heretofore existing fa the.state 
of making assessments at much less than 
full value, or to discuss the evils' result- 
ing from such practice. We have re- 
ferred to the subject here only for the' 
purpose of emphasizing the importance 
of the office of county supervisor of as- 
sessment, which waa created by the leg- 
islature for the very purpose of abolish- 
ing the unlawful practices which have 
heretofore existed, and bringing assess- 
ments of property for taxation into full 
compliance with law.1 We think every- 
one who will give the subject due con- 
sideration and ascertain the''powers and 
duties of the supervisor of assessment as 
stated in the law providing for the elec- 
tion of such officer, will be fully convinc- 
ed, that the person to be selected for 
the office should be a man of ability and 
integrity, fearless and free from the in- 
fluence of personal or local interests or 
political affiliations. Members of 
the 


several county boards are earnestly ad- 
vised to choose for this office a man who 
possesses these qualifications in the high- 
est degree. 


"The making of a just and equitable 


assessment or equalization1 hns always 
been a work of much difficulty and per- 
plexity, owing chiefly to the want of un- 
iformity between the assessments made 
in the several assessment districts of the 
county. During the assessment season, 
of 1001, earnest effort was made to in- 
duce all assessing officers to faithfully 
observe all provisions of law enacted for 
their guidance and especially the rule 
requiring property to be assessed at full 
value. In many assessment 
districts 


there appears to have been a bona fide 
attempt on the part of the assessing offi- 
cers to comply with these requirements 
of law. Had this been faithfully done in 
every district, the county assessments 
this yeair could be made 
much 
more 


easily and would be far more juat and 
accurate than haa been ordinarily possi- 
ble in 
former years. Unfortunately, 


however, in nearly every county in the 
state there are one or more districts in 
which the old practices of undervalua- 
tion and omission of some kinds of per- 
sonal property have prevailed to some 
extent. As a consequence, in most in- 
stances, county boards will be obliged, as 
heretofore/to resort to such statistical 
and other information aa they may he 
able to obtain in addition to the assess- 
ment returns to determine the relative 
valuation of taxable property in the sev- 
eral districts in the county. The assess- 
ment returns for 1901 may in some in- 
stances show greater lack of uniformi- 
ty than in .former years, but under the 
practice of former years it has generally 
been found necessary to disregard the as- 
sessment returns to some extent;and to 
resort to statistical and other outside in- 
formation. It is believed that the wider 
variations in assessments this year will 
not materially increase the difficulties 
usually encountered in making county 
assessments. 


"We assume that ajl members of coun- 


ty boards are desirous of securing a just 
and equitable county assessment, and 
that at least a majority consider that 
the legal rule requiring property to be 
assessed" at full value is a wise- provision 
and that irts enforcement is necessary in 
order to secure justice a,hd uniformity 
in n-sseasnients. AH ( members holding 
aueh views should take especial care and 
see to it that its assessment has been in 
good faith made at full'Value* in compli- 
ance with Jaw, and that 
ho .district 


whose assessment is made otherwise 


'should gain any advantage or reward 


,for evasion or omission of duty'-on* the 
part of its assessing officer."

the time on official business, his govern- 
ment would at once pay for his libera- 
tion, subsequently forcing the porte to 
return the money.

It vras 
not through any prejudice that it enter 
tained against white people, but merely 
because it,could not guarantee the safe- 
ty of Europeans and Americans from at- 
tacks on the part of the fanatics who 
had grow^n up in the belief that, the for- 
eigners were the foes of the Japanese 
race. .Prior to 1867 the Japanese gov- 
vernment had heen repeatedly caJlcd upon 
to-pay heavy'indemnities for murderous 
attacks upon foreigners; so it made up

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—The projoctet 


amalgamation of the business interests 
of the largest iron and steel manufac 
turers in the United Kingdom has so 
far escaped observation, says the Trib- 
une's London correspondent. The for- 
mation :of the United States Steel cor- 
poration was the signal for similar cor. 
centrations of capital in Europe. The 
German iron masters and steal manufac- 
turers, under the 
leadership 
of the 


Krupp-s, have been endeavoring to organ- 
ize an industrial combination and the 
Belgium mine owners and iron and steel 
manufacturers have been moving in the 
same direction. 


Protracted negotiations have been re- 


quired, but a combination is being ar- 
ranged by a group of the largest iron 
and steel manufactures of the north and 
south, with the help of an American 
organizer. This combination 
will con- 


trol the manufacture of Tails in the 
United "Kingdom and will have a cash 
capital of £20,000,000 without a drop 
of water, and when another group of 
large manufacturers of iron and steel, 
with whom negotiations are no\v in prog- 
ress, is drawn iu, the capital will be in- 
creased to £40,000,000.

English and is not concerned in any way 
with the Unituu States Steel corporation 


Ex-Alderman Jonas Hoyle, of the First 


ward, received a telegram from Captain 
William Schlig, of Chicago, this morning, 
announcing that his father, John Schlig, 
had died last night, at the Odd Fellows 
Home at Green Bay. 


In the death of John Schlig there pass- 


es a.\vay one of the pioneers of Racine, 
and no doubt the oldest living Odd Fel- 
low in the state of Wisconsin. A com- 
plete biography of the life of Mr. Schlig 
is not in existence, and his daughter, 
Annie Katharine Schling, nas not the 
correct data, to give it in detail. 


Mr. Schlig was born in Germany on 


October 10, 1809, and came to America 
over 05 years ago, settling near Detroit, 
Michigan. In 1845 he came to Racine, 
landing on the bridge pier of A. P. Dut- 
ton, from the steamer Van Ralte. 


By trade he was a ship carpenter and 


followed that trade for many years and 
he was also a general carpenter and as- 
sisted in building the first Catholic 
school house ever built in Racine and 
which stood on the lake shore above 
Eighth street. 


Over forty years ago he opened a sam- 


ple room'in the building located'in the 
rent of the Stt Luke's church and "he con- 
ducted it until a few years ago, when he-' 
was obliged to give up oh account of ad- 
vanced ago. ' ' 
; 
; 


" According to the records at hand he 
was made 'an'Odd Fellow at Baltimore,' 
September 26, 1857. 
Hf; was one of the 


first members of Germania. Lodge No. 
70, a charter member of Star Encamp- 
ment and also* belonged to No". 8. having 
gone into that lodge when No. 70 consol- 
idated. 


He held all of the offices in the lodge 


and for years was a. leader in the ranks 
of that order a;ul authority pertaining 
thereto. Mr. Schlig was also one of the 
very oldest members of the Masonic 
lodge and was a member of Orient Chap- 
ter No. 12, until a few years ago, when 
he dropped out. 


In 1885 he celebrated his golden wed- 


ding at Turner hall and was presented 
with a gold headed cane by the mem- 
bers of Odd Fellow Lodge No. 70. Ten 
years later he celebrated his diamond 
wedding and his faithful wife to whom 
he was married over CO years died. 


From that time his health failed and 


he lived with.his daughter until remov- 
ed to the Odd Fellow Home at Green 
Bay, October 35, 1900. 


During his life time John Schlig was 


a good hearted, honest and upright Grr- 
mau and very prominent with the Ger- 
mans in southern Wisconsin. He never 
sought political honors and consequent- 
ly never held positions of trust. 


There survives him one daughter, An- 


nie Katharine Schlig. and Captain Wil- 
liam Rdilig, one of the best known re- 
tired musters on the chain of lakes, now 
a resident of Chicago, 


The body of Mr. Schlig will arrive here

An event of more than usual -note oc- 


curred in the old French homestead in 
the town .of Pleasant Prairie yesterday, 
when Mrs. Nancy French, one of the or- 
iginal settlers of Kenosha county, cele- 
brated the ninety-first 
anniversary of 


her birth. The event was made one of 
even greater historic interest on account 
of the fact that the guests of honor at 
the dinner were Mrs. French and Levant 
Stevens, the only surviving members of 
the company of pioneers, who first land- 
ed/ 011 the shores of the lake at South- 
port in the spring of 1835. 


'No two people in southern Wisconsin 


h«ve';soen as much of .the history and 
development of this part of the state as 
have 'Mrs". French and Mr. Stevens. He 
and'his family and Miss Nancy Stevens 
Syere" members of the original party of 
twenty-one who left New York in the 
falf;of'1834 to settle in' the west. The 
trip1'was made overland much of the 
way, and when the party reached Joliet, 
111., the members of the party, with the 
exception of Mr. ad Mrs. Stevens and 
Miss Stevens, gave up the trip, but these 
three came on along the Indian trails 
until they reached Southpqrt.

EUGENE, Ore., Oct. 23.—The north- 


bound Southern Pacific overland express, 
which was due here at 3:42 this morning 
was held up by robbers near Walker's 
Station, fifteen miles soutn of here, at 
3 o'clock this morning and the express 
car biidiy damaged, but the booty of the 
robbers amounted to little,.'-Two men 
boarded the train at Cottage Grove.

The car 
was riddled with rifle bullets, which did 
not!'iirjtire the messenger, who kept lip a 
contiiiTi'ous'' fire from the inside and held' 
the1 robbers at bay, A charge; of dyna- 
mite7 \Vas5 'then thrown into the ear with 
a bm'rii'ng fuse, biit Charles grabbed'it 
and'threw it outside, where it explodeVl. 
Nex'the robbers compelled the engineer 
to craWl"lip to the opening inside of,the 
car, hbpiiig to use him as a protection 
from the'messenger's shot gun but the 
messenger kept up a, steady fire qyer 
the engineer's head and still held the 
robbers at bay. The robbers then gave 
up their efforts to secure the express 
treasure and went for the mail. They 
secured the registered mail, then1 cut the 
engine .from the rest of the train and or- 
dered Engineer Nichols to pull ahead. 
They ran to Judkins PoiVit, in 'the out- 
skirts of Eugene, where they disembark- 
ed and ordered the engineer to return 
and get liis train. The train 
arrived 


here at 7:30 a. m, about four hours late. 
The news was wired from Saginaw and 
officers were out in search of the robbers 
early this morning, but as yet have se- 
cured no trace of them. Posses from 
both Lane and Douglas counties arc out 
in search of the bandits.

Judge Grant, says: 
"While the bicycle is a vehicle, it is 


not one to be classed in all its methods 
of uso with other vehicles drawn 
by 


animals or propelled by 
mechanical 


power. To ride a bicycle upon a side- 
walk may not be a nuisance where to 
drive horse and wagon upon, it would. 
A baby carriage ia a vehicle, .but it is 
rtol a nuisance upon either streets or 
sidewalks." 
. 


The court does not hold that the 


municipality must keep the sidewalks in 
safe conditon for bicycling, but in rea- 
sonable repair for all ordinary use. 


Bv its decision the court recognizes 


that the 'bicycle has become indispensa- 
ble to many laboring men and citizens, 
and that its use at,all times is rendered 
impracticable unless it may be ridden on 
the sidewalks under proper restrictions.

Earnest work has been done by 
the 


present secretary of agriculture, Mr 
Wilson. In no better way has this been 
accomplished than by thorough experi- 
ments that have determined the 
most 


profitable crops for localities 
and sec- 


tions. Manifestly this is a proper work 
of the bureau, for it can be undertaken 
under conditions practically 
impossible 


to the ordinary agriculturalist.' I.oca 
agriculturalists have 'been shown what 
their lands have been most adapted to 
or the varieties .that grow well in their 
section, and this has been accomplished 
by the actual examination of their soil 


It is through the experiments of the 


bureau that beet sugar is attaining 
much of its extension through the terri 
tories that can grow such to advantage!; 
the kafifer com, the latest hard varieties 
of wlieivt; the wider range, 
of alfalfa 


growing, improved cotton plants, whieh 
have proved of such advantage to vasi 
areas'of our country, illustrate what has 
been done and. is being done. It was 


through just such experiments thatj the 
department finally determined tea gfow- 
ng in the United States -was not "only 
feaaable, but profitable as well, that is 
» say, tea can be raised commercially. 
The tea growing districts are mostly in 
South Carolina .and belt 
of. •'• similar 


soil and climate. The experiments hpve 
ong passed the stage of experiments, 
and now tea planters are a growing fac- 
;or in the welfare of the state. A south- 
ern paper lately state* that a .company 
of capitalists have purchased a tract of 
4,000 acres in the vicinity of Charleston 
and will grow tea for the markets. Tea 
slants have been set out in large num- 
jers, stated as about 700,000 plants, and

The law was such no-two 
merchants in a town could agree 'upon 
any trade feature and even 'an'rearly 
closing agreement would come under the 
bnn of the state, .and as for that com- 
bine known as the Standard Oil, it clos- 
ed its wings and left the state.

since oil has been discovered the Texans 
have something of their own to play 
with.

To this end 
former'Governor Hogg is " working up 
capital in the east to assist in forming 
an immense combination of independent 
Texas oil conipanies having a capital of 
$100,000,000. 'Each constituent company 
however, is to have the means of hand- 
ling its own products.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 22.—Schol- 


arly presentations of Yale's relations to 
affairs, university football, the perform- 
ance of an oratorio a student dramatic 
performance, and a jollification in song 
by graduates, young and old, constituted 
the features of this day's program of 
Yale's bi-centennial. The exuberant and 
spectacular demonstration of last night 
with all its fatigue seemed not to damp- 
en the enthusiasm of today. The first 
of the day's exercises were held in the 
Battel chapel. 


The first address was 
delivered by 


Cyrus Northrop, LL. D., Yale, '57, presi- 
dent of the University cf Minnesota. He 
was introduced by Judge William Knee- 
land Townsond. Dr. Northrop's address 
presented Yale in its relation to the de- 
velopment of the country, enumerated 
the political an 
deducational 
leaders 


graduated from the university and brief- 
ly sketched their careers. He began with 
the Yale men who aided in the framing 
of the national constitution and then 
ran through a. list of those who have 
graced the bench of the United States 
supreme court and have been heard in 
the. national senate, and said: 


"But the real history of a country is 


not the record-of its grnat'mcn either in 
wor or in peace. It is rather an ac- 
count of the development and progress 
of the people: and especially so in this 
country, where the 
people's will can 


govern and ultimately does govern, and 
whore the wisest 
leaders 
before they 


speak listen for the voice of the people. 
The hope of the country is not in the as- 
tuteness and ability of its great men but 
in the virtue, intelligence and good sense 
of the great body of the people. An in- 
stitution of learning whose influence, ed- 
ucational and ethical has permeated-the 
great mass of people in all parts of the 
country, affecting alike their ideas, their 
mode of thinking, their habits of life, 
their conception of public and private 
virtue, of patriotism and of religion, has 
impressed itself upon the character of 
the nation in a more permanent way 
and' with more 
wide-reaching results 


than an institution whose chief glory is 
the development of a few party leaders. 


"Probably the man of real genius nev- 


er owes his success entirely to his col- 
lege. The greatest men 
of the world 


have not got their inspiration from the 
college curriculum nor the college facul- 
ty. 
Some men have been great without 


being trained at college and some have 
been great in spite of being trained at 
college. 


"The attitude of Yale college as re- 


gards public affairs has generally been 
one of portcst against pending mistakes 
and dangers rather than one of effective 
advocacy of a positive policy of its own. 
The college has 
criticised, regulated, 


warned, rather than originated and led." 


The second and last address of the day 


wa,s delivered 
by 
Daniel Coit Oilman, 


LL, D., Yale, '52, president of Johns 
Hopkins University. He was introduced 
by Thos. Mayncsford Lounsbury, LL. D., 
professor of English in the Sheffield Sci- 
entific school. Hn treated on the rela- 
tion of Yale University to letters and 
science.

WILL TEST KOCH'S THEORY 


Brooklyn Physician to Inoculate a 


Cow with Human Tubercular- 


bacilli to Disapprove 


Proposition. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Determined to 


disprove by actual tests the declaration 
of Dr. Koch, the eminent Berlin special- 
ist, that human tuberculosis and bovine 
tuberculocis are not inter-communicable, 
a most important and thorough experi- 
ment will begun today 
(Tuesday) in 


Brooklyn. Dr. Geo. D. Barney will con- 
duct the tests. 


Dr. Barney ,the prime mover in the 


matter, like many other physicians re- 
fused to accept the well founded state- 
ment of Dr. Koch last August. . Dr. 
Koch claimed that tubercular baccili of 
a cow would not inoculate a human be- 
ing ( contrary to the accepted medical 
view of such conditions. Dr. Barney 
said yesterday: 
"If- Dr. Koch's state- 


ment be true, just consider how much 
money is being wasted every day, I un- 
derstand the state of New York has al- 
ready spent something like $2,000,000 in 
the destruction of cattle afflicted with 
tuberculosis. Immediately after I heard 
of Dr. Koch's theory I determined to 
test its soundness, as I am convinced 
that it is wrong. 


"Selecting a cow and taking 
great 


care that she should be in the best con- 
dition of health, we have, made several 
tests to prove that she is in a perfectly 
healthy con dition and we have conclud- 
ed to inoculate the animal with the hu- 
man tubercular bacilli. This experiment 
will soon show conclusively the truth or 
falsity of Dr, Koch's proposition." 


BRIGANDS ARE ELUSIVE, 


Newspaper Mnn's Vnln Effort to Get Into 


Communication 
with Miss 


Stone's Captors, 


NE WYORK, Oct. 22.—From Samakov 


correspondents the Journal has obtained 
the following details concerning.the pur- 
suit of the kidnapers of Miss. Stone: 


Your correspondent, has just returned 


to Samakov after a fortnight's vain en- 
deavor to get into communication with 
the brigands. At Diumeyer the Kaiman, 
or local governor, refused to give a writ- 
ten statement, but told your correspon- 
dent of the track taken by the brigands 
into Bulgarian territorj'. The brigands 
are still wandering around that region 
near Gultope and the two governments 
with gendarmerie are 
seeking to find 


them. The four brigands who have been 
arrested stoutly maintain that they are 
not connected with the band that cap- 
ured Miss Stone. They have been sum- 
moned to appear at Bu'bnitza and be ex- 
amined by a special Turkish commission. 
This may be a Turkish efl'orfc to make 
Protestants appear as accomplice.1? in the 
Stone affair. 


Owing to tho severe frost prevailing in 


the mountains all efforts to send parcels' 
of clothes and other necessaries to Miss 
Stone, who must be^ suffering from 
the 


cold, have been baffled. 
•' 


All attempts to communicate with the 


brigands have been unsuccessful. The 
bandits are apparently afraid of treach- 
ery and determined not to disclose their 
hiding place. 


As was announced in the columns of 


the Journal last evening, the body of_ 
William Weinecke, drowned in the Mil- 
waukee river, was recovered about 1:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, by two po- 
licemen, a few feet from where he, went 
into the watr. His clothing had be- 
come fastened to a spike on a pile which 
held the body there. 


A thorough examination of the re- 


mains was made and not the slightest 
mark of any character was found, indi- 
cating that he had possibly' been as- 
saulted, robbed and thrown into the wat- 
er. On his person was found a hand- 
some gold watch and chain, a present to' 
him from his parents when he reached 
the age of 21 years. There were also in- 
surance blanks and other papers and two 
cents in money, but his handsome dia- 
mond ring was not found. Louis Wein- 
ecke, brother of deceased, immediately 
identified the body and arrangements 
made to forward it to this city for bur- 
ial. 


The fact that his diamond ring was 


missing and only t\ro cents' found gave 
rise to the murder and robbery theiry, 
but these apparent mysterious circum- 
stances were easily cleared away. The 
diamond.ring he handed to a 
friend 


sometime before . he was drowned. It 
was recovered by officers and returned 
to his brother. 


It is not strange that he had no mon- 


ey, notwithstanding he had §GO when he 
left Racine. He was a liberal spender 
and there is not the slightest doubt but 
that he disbursed tho money during tne 
day and evening. 


The theory that; he might have ended 


his life is scouted at and his cries for as- 
sistance after he went into the river, 
explodes that tb^rjv The friends and 
relatives of the dead man believe that 
his death was an accident, pure and sim- 
ple. 
No doubt he went down the steps 


adjoining the Pabst building and in 
some manner, which will 
never 
be 


known, fell or walked off the dock into 
the river. 


The body arrived here this morning in 


charge of Louis Weinecke, a 
brother,

Daniel B. Benedict, a Pioneer of Southern 


WiKconain, Kxplrea After Long Illness. 
KENOSHA,-Wis., Oct. 22.—Daniel B. 


Benedict, one of the' best-known of 
the 


wealthy and influential citizens of South- 
ern Wisconsin, and one of the oldest 
Masons in Wisconsin, died .yesterday 
morning at his home in this city after an 
illness "of many years. 


The death of Mr. Benedict marks 
the 


passing of one of the men who practical- 
ly had made Kenosha county and who 
had ;a'great influence k in shaping the 
policies of 
tho Republican party in 


Southern. Wisconsin. The deceased was 
a member of one of the early 
coldnial 


families^ and was born at Danbury, 
C'ptih., March 22, 1831. In the spring of 
•1842 Mr. Benedict was brought to Keno- 
sha ''by his parents. His early educa- 
tional advantages 
were very "meager. 


Ho remained on the farm until he 'hail' 
attained his majority, and then came to 
Kenosha, where he engaged' in mercantile 
pursuits for several years, after which 
he went to Chicago. 
; 


From the time he attained."his major- 


ity Mr. Benedict identified himself with 
the Republican party. .After his "return 
to Kenosha from Chicago lie took an im- 
portant place in local and state politics, 
and in 1870 he was ejected register of 
deeds, an office which he held for eleven 
years, When he was elected to succeed 
E. G. Timmo ns county clerk of the 
county. The office of county;clerk. Mr. 
Benedict held for fourteen years, thus 
making him*a• servant o£ the county for 
iv quarter of a century. At the close of 
his term of office

to accept 


another nomination and went into active 
business as an abstractor, associating 
himself with Clmrles A. Tuiibell in this 
business, During tho war of the rebel- 
lion iur, Benedict wits appointed; deputy 
collector of customs for this section.

There are over 200 miles 
of aspttalt pavement Prices in Buffalo 
during the Pan-American are stiff, but 
not extortionate.

use my night' and morning's milk and 
stir all together till well, mixed, pour 
Into boiler on the stove and hent slow- 
ly till the thermometer stands at 90 
degrees, stirring'It of tea to prevent 
scorching. Now pour it off into your 
tub or churn if you have it. If you 
have about twelve, gallons of milk, It 
will take one rennet tablet to make it. 
If less, take less of the tablet In pro- 
portion as one tablet makes 100 pounds 
of milk. 


Dissolve the, rennet in about two ta- 


blespoonfuls of warm water. 
When 


the milk has cooled to 85 degrees, stir 
in the dissolved rennet. Stir constant- 
ly till thoroughly mixed. 
In about 


three minutes you will see the-milk is 
changing to cheese. Cease stirring now 
aud cover up for about fifteen min- 
utes. A higher temperature than S5; 
degrees hastens the'process, but wastes 
the butter fat and makes the curd; 
tough. 


Handle curd very gently, till it Is,sol- 


id, as rough or quick treatment causes 
escape of butter fat and Impoverishes 
the cheese. Now lift the cloth and find 
the whole mass coagulated. Take a 
long knife and cut clear across from 
side to sid.e anl clear to the bottom 
with long, slow, sweeping strokes. Let 
stand a few minutes and dip off all 
freed whey with saucer or skimmer. 
Cross cut as before, leaving curd in 
inch squares. 
Dip off whey again. 


Again cut curd and dip whey. It col- 
lects very rapidly, and the tub can be 
tilted so as to drain off, or if churn is 
used tilt it and pat a saucer inside to 
prevent curd from blocking. the. pas- 
sage after pulling out the churn plug.

I have a silo-which lias been in use 


for eight years and has always-kept 
corn silage in'good shape, says F; W. 
Wilson iu National Stockman. 
The 


foundation was certainly no bother to 
me. :It was- made as follows: I started 
on a clay bottom, having first scooped 
out the top soil, leaving the inside 
basin shaped. Then I put In ten good 
sized white oak posts, putting them in 
the ground over three feet and leaving 
the top stick out three feet. On this 
oundatlon I put an eight inch sill, spik- 
ing it firmly to posts. Then I took my 
2 by S twenty foot white oak studding 
and mortised them in the sill. The 
frame was S by 12% feet on the in- 
side, with square corners. 
I nailed 


rough boards on inside of studding and 
on these put heavy tar roofing.paper. 
(It cost $1.25 per square.) Then I fin? 
istfed the inside with hard pine flooring 
and weatherboarded the outside, as the 
Kilo was built outstide of the barn. 


A few clays ago I examined the posts 


and studding and found them as sound 
as the day they were put in, but owing 
to a tenant leaving some rotten silage 
in the silo all summer I had to put JIT 
a new lining for three feet up from the 
floor. The-silage rotted on account of 
rats getting in and working on the bot- 
tom some, which 1 will remedy now by 
puttlng cement in the bottom. 


Sllase For Bry COT<«. 


Silage and hay will make a good 


growing and 
maintenance feed for 


young stock and dry cows, but .will not 
suffice for cows from which one ex- 
pects any considerable amount of milk, 
says Hoard's Dairyman. 
One reason 


for this is that such feed Is very bulky, 
and the cow cannot eat enough of it to 
supply the necessary nutriment for 
bodily maintenance and furnish solids 
for milk. A further reason, is that a 
ration composed exclusively of silage 
and hay does not contain enough pro- 
tein. Therefore if ttie cows are giving 
considerable milk they should have 
some concentrated feed fairly rich In 


Let us note the cows that may yield 


better returns from eating only coarse 
roughness. Those that are unprofita- 
ble at best, yielding less than enough 
to pay for feed and care in an ordinary 
year, the slow and bard .milker, may as. 
well eat at the second table unless they 
-:Jiavo?'lately or soon will, come fresh. 
The fairly good cow could be dded-olf 
hi many cases after she has given the 
most of her flow for the year., v The 
beefy cow must certainly take a back 


There are some .cows, however, which 


should, have the best, and these are the 
best! cows, together with the heifers, 
-which, may become best cows. Co.ws 
which usually pay well for feed and 
carer should be well fed; even at sotae 
sacrifice, especially 1C»they are 
late in summer or fall. 


Ripening Cream. 


Cream should be ripened at a tem- 


perature of 70 to 85 degrees F., owing 
to the length of time in ripening;and 
the amount of acidity when started, 
says A. J. Myers in Kansas Farmer. 
The texture of the butter depends upon 
thu changes of temperature "brocght 
about during the ripening process, To 
get a good firm texture in the butter 
it is necessary that the cream be sub- 
jected to a temperature below 30 de- 
grees F. for several hours sonic time 
during the ripening., Butter makers 
differ as to the best time to hold cream 
at this low temperature. Spm« hold 
that It should be cooled Immediately 
after separatl6n to below 50 degrees F. 
aud held nt this temperature. Others 
claim that the best plan is to hold the 
.pream at a temperature favorable for 
the growth of. lactic acid germs! (75 to 
80 degrees F.) until the cream contains 
the required amount of acidity for 
churning and then cool to beloxV 50 de- 
grees F. and hold until readjr to> be 
churned.

ident McKinley'. 


The natives ihave been led to believe 


that Mr. McKinley was killed' because 
he persisted in attempting to subdue the 
insurrectionists in the' Philippines.

have been informed by their crafty lead- 
ers, aided in many instance's.by. friar-s, 
who are unfriendly \» the United States 
and whose word in auch" matters is ac- 
cepted as gospel truth, that Mr. McKin- 
ley's death was decreed by the faction 
of the American pijople who are urs- 
friendly to the government's Phijippiue 
policy; that a revolution is impending in 
the United States, and that if - the 'pa<- 
triots" of the Philippines will only be 
true to their cause)they may yet secure 
their independence.

Another important problem before the

The new president places the 
same implicit confidence in his secretary 
of war that was accorded by President 
McKinley. From first to lust Mr. Root 
has managed the Cuban question with 
great ability and tnct, and having nurs- 
ed his inelmotie nation so nearly'to the 
point where it is to-- assume, its majority 
and step "forth its ovyu master, the.sec- 
retary is naturally; anxious to complete 
his work.in the best possible way.
